Bishop Wnitehouse met bis appointment 
last evening, and preached at the Episco- 
pal church as previously announced. The 
house was well filled at an early hour, and 
the ritual service was conducted mainly by 
the Hector. This concluded, the Bishop 
announced as his last test the words of 
Jehovah to the Israelites recorded in Exo- 
dus, 
13-21, which reads as follows : "And 


the Lord went before them by day in a 
pillar of cloud to lead them the way, and 
by night in a pillar of fire to give them 
light ; to go by day and by night." 


By way of introduction tbe speaker re- 


marked upon the fact that two things be- 
tween which there is tho most marked 
contrast were selected as a guide and pro- 
tection to God's ancient people in their 
journey from Egypt to Canaan, that is a 
pillar of cloud by day, and of fire by night, 
representing the extremes of light and 
darkness. The main thought in the ser- 
mon was that what the pillars of cloud and 
fire were to tbe Israelites, the cliurch is to 
the world, and as God was in them, so is 
he in the church, as a light and protection 
to all who recognize his presence and follow 
where ho leads. The sermon was able 
and instructive, evincing flue scholarship 
and .thorough culture on tho part of the 
speaker. About forty five minutes were 
consumed in its delivery.

the sermon tho candidates for confirma- 
tion, seven in number, consisting of four 
gentlemen aud three ladies came to the 
chancel aud responded to the questions 
propounded by the Bishop as to their wi'.- 
lingucas aud desire to ratify by personal 
absent tho covenaut entered Into in their 
behalf by those who presented them for 
baptism in childhood.
